Once upon a time there were three little 

Dares. . . . Papa Dare, Mama Dare and 

Baby Dare. They lived in a Woodilawn). 

This is their story. 

One day, Papa Dare .... 

DARE-Y TALE: The only Maryland stallion 
to sire two winners of open stakes through mid- 
July of this year was represented by a mere six 
foals, five of which had started. From these five 
starters have come three winners, two of which 
have won added-money races. This is the record 
of the eight-year-old *Princequillo—Penny 
Dare, by *Challenger II stallion, Prince Dare, 
which stands at Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s Wood- 
lawn Farm, Ellicott City. 

Prince Dare was dropped March 31, 1950 at 
Woodlawn, the only foal of the winner Penny 
Dare, which died the same year. His dam, Penny 
Dare, was the first foal born at the Edgar Farm. 

A son of America’s leading sire, *Princequillo, 
Prince Dare did his most important running as 
a two-year-old when he won the $50,000-added 
Maryland Gold Cup at a mile and a sixteenth. 
The same year, 1952, he won three other races 
and finished second to Sweet Patootie in the 
Longport Handicap and to Royal Bay Gem in 
the Spalding Lowe Jenkins. 

As a three-year-old Prince Dare was kicked 
in the Chesapeake Stakes and never was the 
same thereafter. A bowed tendon cut short his 
career and though returned to the races he never 
displayed his former late punch. 

He earned $64,375 as a two-year-old and a 
107-pound ranking on John Blanks Campbell’s 
Experimental Free Handicap. The Maryland 
Gold Cup victor was the first stakes winner 
bred by the late Walter A. Edgar, who served 
as president of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association from 1951 to 1953. 

While training for a comeback in 1954, 
Prince Dare was bred to two mares and the 
result of these matings were the filly Milady 
Dares and the colt Dared To. The former 
reached the races last year, winning four times 
and finishing second in the Maryland Futurity, 
third in the Pimlico Breeders’ and fourth in the 
Selima. The 1957 earnings of the first foal of 
Occupy’s winning daughter, Milady Marge, 
amounted to $17,150. 

August, 1958 


This year Milady Dares was second to Movi- 
tave in the Miss Maryland Stakes in her debut 
and two races later won a division of the 
Prioress Stakes at Jamaica. 

Dared To, only other member of Prince 
Dare’s first crop, did not race at two but won 
his first start at Laurel, April 22. 

BLUE HEN’S SLICK CHICK: Prince Dare’s 
second crop, two-year-olds this year, included 
only four foals, all owned by Mrs. Edgar. These 
are the fillies Nora Dares, President Dares and 
Darequette, and the colt Royal Dare. Nora Dares 
entered the ranks of stakes winners on July 16 
with a victory in the inaugural of Delaware 
Park’s Blue Hen Stakes, a S10,000-added race 
fashioned for two-year-old fillies. 

Under the allowance conditions, Nora Dares 
got in the Blue Hen with 110 pounds and, 
though she had never been worse than third in 
four starts, was allowed to go off as fifth choice 
at 11.10 to 1. Mrs. Eugenia Bankhead’s Patsy 
Kelly was first away from the gate but in a few 
strides was replaced by the favored Kit’s Pet, 
Rancocas victress and first winner of Pet Bully, 
the game but infirm son of Petrose with which 
Tommy Kelly did so well. 

Nora Dares, never worse than fourth, was 
second turning for home and responded cheer¬ 
fully to Jockey Tony Russo’s urging to put away 
Kit’s Pet. The winner’s time for the 5V2 fur¬ 
longs over a fast track was 1:06 2/5; her margin 
a length and three-quarters. Kit’s Pet held on 
for second, a length to the fore of T. M. Girdler’s 
Gambrosia. 

First money of $9,400 brought Nora Dares’ 
earnings to $13,125, gleaned through 2 wins, a 
second and 2 thirds in five starts. The victory 
was the second stakes win for Jockey Russo, who 
gained his first added-money success aboard 
Mrs. Henry Obre’s Golden Admiral in the 1956 
Baltimore Spring Handicap. James J. Rowan, 
who trained the late Sylvester W. Labrot, Jr.’s 
Louisiana Derby winner Bovard, conditions the 
Edgar horses. 

Nora Dares is the second foal of the eight- 
year-old * Jacopo mare, Jaconora. Her first foal, 
Jacoenda, a winning daughter of ^Endeavour II, 
is one of the eight Woodlawn broodmares. 
Jaconora has a yearling Prince Dare filly. Her 
1958 colt foal died when it was a month old. 
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Mrs. Gerard S. Smith's Outer Space winning the Libertv Belle Handiran at Tamam* / 
year-old hlly has pushed her earnings up close to the $100,000 mark. She is a^daughter o^Saggy. 


Prince Dares book included 33 mares this 
season. Two new barns had to be erected at 
Woodlawn to accommodate his visiting mares. 

STILL IN ORBIT: Mrs. Gerard S. Smith’s 
Outer Space, a four-year-old daughter of Saggy— 
Supersonic, by Devil Diver, was one of the best 
three-year-old fillies of 1957, winning 6 of her 
12 races, including the inaugural running of the 
Mother Goose Stakes. And now, at four, she is 
still in orbit. 

Outer Space garnered her first 1958 stakes 
win in Jamaica’s new Bed o’ Roses Handicap at 
a mile and a sixteenth, May 3. Returned to 
Jamaica following the Belmont meeting, the 
Maryland-sired filly added the Liberty Belle 
Handicap at six furlongs. The latter victory in¬ 
creased her earnings to $98,045. She has won 9 
of her 20 starts, been second 4 times and third 
twice. In her seven races this year Outer Space 
has been out of the money only once. Her other 
1958 stakes placings are seconds in the Distaff 
and Top Flight Handicaps and a third in the 
Correction Handicap. 

Outer Space was foaled March 21, 1954 at 
Circle M Farm, Lexington, and raised at Country 
Life Farm, Belair. She is trained by J. W. (Jim) 
Maloney and was bred by her owner. 

GRASS IS GREENER DEPT.: A filly racing 
in Canada is responsible for making syndicated 
Occupy the leading sire of two-year-olds in 
Maryland. As of July 1, Occupy was the sire of 
two winners of six races and $18,785. Only 18 
stallions in the country had a better record 
among two-year-old winners. 

Occupy, a 17-year-old son of ^Bull Dog— 
Miss Bunting, by Bunting, is represented in this 
country by the juvenile winner, Jailbird. In 
Canada his leading issue is the filly Wonder 
Where, out of the New World mare, On the 
Fly. Wonder Where had won five races to July 
1, including the Clarendon Stakes at Woodbine. 

Occupy was Maryland’s leading sire of two- 
year-olds in 1957, when he was represented by 
three juvenile stakes winners, all fillies. His 
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daughter Bridgework won the Sorority, Dance 
Card, the Polly Drummond, and Salon (racing 
in Canada), the Grey Stakes Handicap. 

The son of *Bull Dog which stands at John 
and Joe Pon’s Country Life Farm has had great 
success as a sire of fillies. In addition to the four 
distaff stakes winners mentioned earlier, he is 
the sire of the good racemares Cinda and Home- 
Made, both now retired to stud in Maryland. 

LIKE FATHER, LIKE SON (SOME¬ 
WHAT) : Since E. O. Stice and Sons’ On Trust 
has been so successful on West Coast tracks, J. 
Allen Fusca, of Lutherville, sent his colt, Dark 
Trust, to California in the hope that any in¬ 
heritable association would help the four-year- 
old. It may have, for Dark Trust, after failing

olds of the season, winning the Tyro Stakes 
at Monmouth. This youngster is another of 
the famous winning ‘7s” of Brookfield Farms.

to land a stakes in the East, found the range at 
Hollywood Park in the Cortez Handicap. 

As a two-year-old the son of On Trust, pur¬ 
chased privately from Mereworth Farm, was 
second to Roslyn Farm’s Inswept in the Spald¬ 
ing Lowe Jenkins at Laurel. The following sea¬ 
son he trailed a couple of Maryland-bred three- 
year-olds in stakes; he was second to Vertex in 
the Choice Stakes and third to Pro-Brandy in 
the second division of the Lamplighter Handicap. 

Last December, Fusca, an executive with the 
Electrolux Corporation who came to Maryland 
in 1948 to escape the severe New York winters, 
sent Dark Trust to W. J. (Buddy) Hirsch at 
Santa Anita. Since then the colt has foraged for 
about $40,000 in purse monies. His brightest 
moment came in the new Cortez Handicap, a 
$15,000 race at a mile and a quarter for horses 
which had not won a $10,000 race in 1958. 

Fusca, who has raced horses for about six 
years, never has seen one of them win. He has 
two broodmares which he boards at John T. 
Ward’s farm in Lexington. 

SAGAMORE SHIFT: Effective September 1, 
Ralph G. Kercheval will resign as manager of 


Sagamore Farm to enter into partnership with 
Mr. and Mrs. Julian G. Rogers in the operation 
of Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, Kentucky. Ker- 
cheval’s resignation brought about changes in 
the entire Vanderbilt racing and breeding 
operation. 

W. C. (Bill) Winfrey, who has trained the 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt horses since 1949, and 
who developed Native Dancer, has been named 
general manager of the over-all Vanderbilt 
Thoroughbred interests and will make his head¬ 
quarters at Sagamore. Winfrey is succeeded as 
trainer by George Poole, who was associated 
with Greentree Stable for many years. 

It was Poole who developed Straight Face, the 
game but infirm Greentree gelding that gave 
Native Dancer several anxious moments during 
his brief four-year-old career. The former assist¬ 
ant to the Greentree general manager, John M. 
Gaver, is one of the most popular members of 
the training profession and is considered by his 
elders as one most able of the younger practi¬ 
tioners of the conditioning profession. 

Kercheval’s departure is a sad loss to Mary¬ 
land breeding. The former college and pro grid¬ 
iron star is admired and respected throughout 
the industry. His many friends wish him all 
success in his new venture. 

It is significant that the crop of Sagamore 
foals in which Kercheval had a hand in plan¬ 
ning the matings was that of 1950—26 foals 
which won over $2,660,000 and almost 200 
races. Native Dancer, Find and Social Outcast— 
each of which amassed earnings of over $660,- 
000—topped the crop. 

FARM FODDER: Mrs. H. Robertson Fen¬ 
wick, now touring European racing and breeding 
centers, has promised to report on her travels in 
The Maryland Horse upon her return. . . . 
Mrs. Anson A. Bigelow, who has a penchant 
for grays, went to $50,000 at Keeneland to ob¬ 
tain a roan son of Native Dancer—No Strings.

J ULY WAS A MONTH in which many 
Marylanders caught colds by drinking too 
close to the air-conditioner. 

It was wonderful for humidity lovers, like 
the larva of anopheles, paramecia and romantic 
angle worms. 

Was too busy mopping brow to make notes 
first week. Fourth of July fell on a bad day 
of the month, as usual. Always seem to be get¬ 
ting out a magazine or something at that time. 

July 8 . As only "local” showers were pre¬ 
dicted, made trip to Baltimore Raceway’s pleas¬ 
ant little track. Had concluded that locale of 
local showers was Towson as precipitation was 
being dispersed in that area. 

Discovered that there was also a local shower 
at corner of Martin Boulevard and Pulaski 
Highway—or else the one from Towson made 
the trip with me. 

Weather did not affect Stevens’ roast beef 
au jus which was just a bit red and afforded 
about as good eating as can be found.

Was followed home by local shower. 

July 11-12. Floated down Potomac from 
way up above Hancock to point ’way down be¬ 
low Hagerstown, with group of outdoors 
writers, conservationists and adventurers. Many 
smallmouths caught. 

Excitement was provided by two Washing¬ 
ton adventurers who were too busy fishing to 
pay attention to waterfalls. Anyone who has 
been fooling with the theory that the right way 
to take a punt through rapids is sideways should 
abandon the notion. 

What happens is this: the ends of the craft 
engage rocks at the brink of the falls and the 
force of the water flips the boat over; cameras, 
reels, etc., sink; punters—rather well banged up 
by rocks—are fished out by more conventional 
rapids-shooters.

Attended Mr. Amory Haskell’s cocktail party 
at "The Reading Room” and heard owners of 
worthy jumpers receive invitations to the $22,- 
000 Midsummer Hurdle Handicap. 

Dined conservatively. 

Enjoyed evening with Messrs. Ted Cox and 
Bill Philips, of the Morning Telegraph, and 
their best girls. 

Slept late in order to get as much use as 
possible out of $l4-a-day living quarters. 

Saw Bold Ruler perform in championship 
style to repulse sustained bid of Sharpsburg and 
win Monmouth Handicap. Also saw horse 
named In Thee win ($12) and one called 
Bucknell finish second ($9.20)—both fine, 
generous animals. 

Dined sumptuously at expense of punters 
with less reliable connections. 

July 26. Delaware Park for the Delaware 
Handicap. Ran into Mr. Jimmy Stewart of 
Hollywood, whose successful meeting recently 
closed with Gallant Man the hero of the Sun¬ 
set Handicap. Mr. Stewart is an unusual track 
operator; he does not believe the sky is falling 
when the betting is off two per cent. Even when 
it is off 4.18 per cent as it was this year, Mr. 
Stewart does not throw ashes upon his head 
and sink to earth clutching his abdomen. 

"Attendance was practically the same as last 
year,” Mr. Stewart pointed out, "and that was 
our all-time high.”

The good grass course performer, Jabneh, 
will take up stud duties in Maryland after com¬ 
pleting his 1958 racing campaign. 

The six-year-old son of Bimelech (from Bel- 
lesoeur, by *Beau Pere) will stand at Springfield 
Farm, Rock Hall. 

He is the property of Mesdames Louisa Car¬ 
penter and Eugenia Bankhead. 

Jabneh’s most valuable score was in the Hia¬ 
leah Turf Handicap in 1957. That race was 
worth $78,450. His lifetime earnings to the 
end of July, were in the neighborhood of $160,- 
000 . 

The horse’s credentials are good. His sire, 
Bimelech, is the father of numerous high-class 
horses and year-in and year-out is near or at the 
top in number of winners. 

Bellesoeur is a 100 per cent producer of win¬ 
ners. Larry MacPhail paid $57,000 for her and 
she is now at his Glenangus Farm at Bel Air. 

Jabneh holds the one-mile track record on the 
turf at Delaware Park, 1:3634. He won a divi¬ 
sion of the Longfellow Handicap at Monmouth 


in 1956, was fourth in Nashua’s Belmont Stakes, 
second in the 1957 Olympic Handicap and sec¬ 
ond in this year’s Hialeah Turf Handicap, in 
which Meeting hung up a new track mark. Jab¬ 
neh’s actual time equaled the old record.

G. Ray Bryson 

G. Ray Bryson, widely known breeder of race 
horses, member of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers’ Association and president of Bel Air Race 
Track, died on July 21 at Elray Farm, his home 
at Kingsville. He was 78 years old. 

Mr. Bryson suffered a heart attack several 
years ago and had been in ill health for a num¬ 
ber of months before his death. 

He founded the Bel Air track in 1938 and 
had been its general manager and principal 
owner since that time. 

His stables at one time included more than 
100 racehorses—after he had bought his first 
horse, Anna Beall, when he was only 18 years 
old. 

Mr. Bryson’s Elray Farm currently maintains 
16 brood mares and three stallions. The horses 
are registered in the name of his wife, Mrs. Ella 
K. Bryson, who survives. 

A number of Elray horses have raced in 1958. 
Among them are Kinda Smart and Peeping 
Tom, a two-year-old. 

Mr. Bryson, who was born at Dayton, Ky., 
went through the first year of high school, and 
became interested in racing while operating a 
pool hall at Covington, Ky. 

He recalled that, after hearing racing talk 
there, he went to the Latonia track, bought Anna 
Beall and "was in the game to stay.” 

He sold his first mare for a profit, then bought 
two yearlings. One of them, Water Cooler, set 
a track record at Churchill Downs. 

Mr. Bryson was known as a horseman who 
liked to buy a number of horses cheap at an 
auction sale, in the hope that one would develop 
into an outstanding performer. 
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He said before his deatn that his most expen¬ 
sive horse, for which he paid $10,000, suc¬ 
cumbed to shipping fever after only one race. 

He developed some well-known horses for his 
stable. One of them, Calumet Dick, was claimed 
at Saratoga from Warren Wright, owner of 
Calumet Farm, for $2,500. Calumet Dick earned 
$75,000 and won the 1937 Dixie Handicap at 
Pimlico. 

In 1911, Mr. Bryson met Charles Waite. The 
two men became business associates, experi¬ 
menting with a new starting gate which later 
was used at many tracks. A photo-finish camera 
developed by them was given an unsuccessful 
try at Bowie in 1919. 

Mr. Bryson’s Bel Air Track was the first 
"half-mile” track (it actually measures three 
quarters of a mile) to have photo-finish equip¬ 
ment, and later the first to use the "film patrol” 
system of photographing all of a race. 

Funeral services were held at the Ruck funeral 
establishment on July 25. Burial was in Druid 
Ridge Cemetery. 



G. Ray Bryson, who had been an important 
factor in Maryland racing and breeding for 
more than a quarter of a century, passed away 
on July 21. He owned Elray Farm, near Bel 
Air and had controlling interest in the popu¬ 
lar three-quarter-mile course at Bel Air. 
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Atomic Medicine Aids 
Itching Horses 

Atomic medicine has come to the aid of 
itching horses, helping prove the penetration 
qualities of a new sulphur compound for skin 
disorders. 

According to Jensen-Salsbery Laboratories, 
Inc., Kansas City, Mo., radioisotope tests show 
that sulphur in its new product, Thionium, pene¬ 
trates directly through the infected skin tissues 
in one hour, without harmful side effects. 

The tests were made with radioactive sulphur 
isotopes substituting for ordinary sulphur. After 
being applied to the infected skin areas of 
laboratory animals, the isotopes were closely 
traced to determine the speed and depth of 
penetration. 

"For centuries, sulphur in various forms has 
been a universal remedy for skin disorders,” ex¬ 
plained Dr. Vladimir Dvorkovitz, Jen-Sal presi¬ 
dent. "The trouble was, the sulphur was never 
direct-acting. It had to be transformed by air 
and water in the skin into a useable form.” 

The new preparation is the first to provide 
sulphur in the form of polythionic acids that 
can be used directly by the skin tissues with no 
intervening steps. 

The compound works without leaving un- 
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sightly powdery deposits on the animal, espe¬ 
cially important for show horses. In addition, it 
will not stain clothes or equipment. 

Dvorkovitz reported that the isotope tests 
showed that only a very small amount of the 
compound is necessary for effective treatment. 

"The sulphur is absorbed through the infected 
area at the same rate in a 24-hour period, re¬ 
gardless of the amount applied,” he said. 

"Further, 39 per cent is absorbed during the 
first hour. This makes it unnecessary to load the 
animal with a lot of the preparation in hopes 
that some of it will penetrate quickly.” 

Thionium is available from veterinarians 
only. It effectively treats most of the ron-parasitic 
skin disorders, such as those caused by allergies, 
fungi, and bacteria. 

Because there are hundreds of skin diseases 
and just as many causes, Dvorkovitz recom¬ 
mended that horse owners consult their veter¬ 
inarians at the first sign of skin inflammations. 

In many cases, innocent skin disorders can 
lead to more serious diseases if not treated prop¬ 
erly. The veterinarian is the only one qualified 
to make an accurate diagnosis. 

New Breeding Publication 

"The Florida Horse,” a new publication de¬ 
voted to Thoroughbred racing, made its debut 
in June. The magazine is published by the 
Florida Breeders Sales Association, Inc., which 
has as its purpose "the promotion and conduct 
of the public sales of Thoroughbred horses pro¬ 
duced in the State of Florida.” The FBSA was 
organized in November, 1957. 

In an article devoted to the future outlook of 
Florida-bred horses, the magazine notes a great 
increase in the number of large horse farms 
around the Ocala area since Needles’ 1956 
Kentucky Derby triumph. 

When Needles came home in front at 
Churchill Downs two years ago, there were only 
three big farms in the area; now there are 19, 
according to "The Florida Horse.” 

The article predicts that the number of breed¬ 
ing stock will continue to climb. The produc¬ 
tion increase, however, may bring about a 
stabling problem at some of the state’s race¬ 
tracks the magazine says. 

The magazine also contains news of various 
Florida breeding establishments; a list of 
Florida-bred winners from January through 
March, 1958; a photo layout of Needles’ home, 
the Bonnie Heath Farm, news of show hunters 
and jumpers, a list of the leading Florida-bred 
horses of 1957, and a list of Florida-bred stakes 
winners thus far in 1958.

Showing A Yearling 

From time to time, The Maryland Horse 
has received inquiries from prospective ex¬ 
hibitors of yearlings who wish to know how 
to present their entries to the best advantage. 
Here are a few Dos and Don’ts: 

Have your yearlings in good physical condi¬ 
tion, not necessarily in sale shape, but with a 
good bloom of health on them. Have their manes 
pulled, or well brushed out. It is not necessary 
to braid them up, but this does help, particularly 
if the yearling s neck is on the short side. The 
more brushing there is done on the youngsters, 
the better they will look. 

Be sure the yearlings’ feet have been properly 
trimmed before the show. If they are too long, 
his action may suffer. The feet should be 
trimmed monthly from the time they are large

enough to do anything with. If foals are trimmed 
early and frequently, the feet can be kept straight 
very often, when they may turn in or out if left 
alone. It is not necessary that plates or tips be 
put on the feet, though occasionally this is done 
in the case of yearlings being prepared for sale. 
Usually such shoeing is more or less "corrective” 
in intent. If the feet have been well handled, the 
colts will not mind the judge picking them up. 

Yearlings should be thoroughly taught to lead 
and stand for inspection without tearing all over 
the ring. They should be shown in a decently 
fitting halter, clean, if not new, and, if possible, 
in a Chiffney bit. The latter, which is actually 
a ring that is snapped to the halter and runs 
through the mouth and behind the chin, is a 
wonderful means of controlling an excited 
youngster who has never been away from home 
before. If you do not use a Chiffney, use a chain

shank, with the chain over the nose, and around 
the noseband of the halter. Don’t expect a year¬ 
ling who has never had anything but a rope 
shank fastened behind the halter, to have any 
idea what you are trying to do if you attempt 
to lead him for the first time at the show with 
either a Chiffney, or a shank under his chin. He 
may resent the fact that you are trying some¬ 
thing new at a time when he is least receptive to 
new ideas. 

Now about loading and unloading. It is always 
wise to have the yearling well broken to load 
and unload before the day you have to ship to a 
show. If the colt gets his first van trip show day 
he is rushed on, rushed off, and may be upset and 
excited about something that a little care and 
foresight could have prevented. Another 
important thing is the ability of the man or boy 
at the end of the lead shank. Time and again do 
we see persons in the ring sloppily dressed, com¬ 
pletely ignorant of how to lead or stand a year¬ 
ling, or anything else for that matter, and the 
yearling will suffer accordingly. Have the leaders 
taught to walk freely with their charges, and to 
stand them properly, not like an elephant on a 
tub, nor like a Saddle horse being stretched out 
before a judge. Smoking in the ring while lead¬ 
ing a horse, is not considered in good taste, but 
one often sees it done. 

The whole matter sums up to using common 
sense, a little foresight, and presenting the year¬ 
ling to the judge in the manner most calculated 
to show off the horse’s good points. Get his near 
leg a bit forward to show off his shoulder. Hold 
his head well out to get length of rein. If his 
hocks are bent, see that they are behind him, but 
if they are straight stand him to show them off. 
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U. S. Jumping Team 
A German Viewpoint 

I saw many things of interest to a horseman 
in America. Mr. Whitney Stone, the President 
of the U. S. Equestrian Team, invited us to the 
final inspection of the riders and horses, before 
they left for Europe. The Team has in the mean¬ 
time been quartered at Aachen. Just as two years 
ago at Aachen, one is greatly impressed by the 
uniform style of all the riders, their flexible seat 
and their complete harmony with the horses. 
However it seems to be that they are ricfjng 
somewhat more actively and with more energy 
than two years ago. Everything points to a for¬ 
ward drive (the very words used at Aachen two 
years before), which is in the excellent style of 
our former Cavalry School, used in Germany at 
this time probably only by Frau Koehler in its 
entirety. Bert von Nemethy has worked to 
achieve a success which can only be described 
as enviable. 

The strongest member of the Team is still 
W. Steinkraus. He rides First Boy, which we 
know from Aachen; Riviera Wonder successful 
in many battles on the American continent; and 
Ksar d’Esprit, who in contrast to the blood 
horses already mentioned, is a powerful charger 
type and an equally powerful jumper, who ap¬ 
proaches his fences with deceptive calmness. He 
should prove a redoubtable competitor, particu¬ 
larly over a big course. Hugh Wiley, also pre¬ 
viously known to us, this time is riding Master 
William, and George Morris is on Night Owl. 
both previously ridden by Steinkraus—in addi¬ 
tion to several prospects. Frank Chapot is riding, 
beside a few prospects, Diamant, whom Fritz 
Thiedeman left in the USA a while a<>o. Both 
make a good impression. Diamant looks round 
and smooth like his countryman Meteor, while 
heights seem to trouble one as little as the other.

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Steeplechasing Exhibit Opened 

An historical 60-painting exhibit of steeple¬ 
chasing is currently occupying the second floor 
of the National Museum of Racing at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., normally reserved exclusively for 
the Hall of Fame. Nine bronze statues of such 
famous chasers as Battleship, Oracle III, Sable 
Muff III, Alligator, Desert Thorn and Annapolis 
are included in the exhibit which will continue 
through August when the jumpers are racing at 
Saratoga. 

Walter M. Jeffords, president of the museum 
association, which includes American members 
prominent in the Turf world, said today that the 
exhibition was designed to give the sport of 
steeplechasing, already staging a strong come¬ 
back, a further "shot in the arm.” Mr. Jeffords 
is a leading steeplechase owner, being a member 
of both the United Hunts Racing Association 
and the National Steeplechase and Hunts Asso¬ 
ciation. 

The exhibition includes many valuable paint¬ 
ings of famous chasers, most of which raced 
recently. One of these is of Neji, 1957 Steeple¬ 
chase Horse of the Year, loaned by Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps, his owner. Neji is the only horse ever 


to win both the Grand National and the Temple 
Gwathmey steeplechases more than once. Rich¬ 
ard Stone Reeves is the artist. 

Another famous horses picture in the exhibi¬ 
tion is of Battleship, loaned by his owner, Mrs. 
Marion duPont Scott. Man o’War, last year 
enshrined in the Hall of Fame, was the sire of 
Battleship, which won the Grand National at 
Belmont in 1934. The current exhibit may lead 
to a distinctive Hall of Fame for steeplechasers 
in view of their returning prominence, accord¬ 
ing to Turfmen. 

Nearly a third of the paintings, which are 
nearly all privately owned, are by the noted Turf 
artist, Frank B. Voss. The collection by Voss 
includes a painting of Oedipus, which won the 
Beverwyck Steeplechase Handicap on the Sara¬ 
toga course only a stone’s throw from the 
museum in 1951. 

Clarence H. Knapp is curator of the museum 
and Mrs. Charles E. Mann, daughter of the late 
well-known flat rider Lavelle (Buddy) Ensor, is 
the executive secretary. Ensor, who won the 
Pimlico Cup on Exterminator in 1920 and The 
Travers on Hannibal in 1919, was also a con¬ 
tract rider for Mr. Jeffords. 

Custodian of the museum is Sid Veitch, a 
former rider who won the Saratoga Steeplechase

Silas Veitch is shown up on horses in four 
paintings recently donated to the museum by 
Mrs. Lathrop Brown. The canvases are of horses 
owned by her father, known as "Mr. Chamblet,” 
a leading steeplechase owner at the turn of the 
century. 

In addition to Neji, there are several other 
former winners of the Temple Gwathmey in the 
exhibition, two of them by the prominent equine 
artist, Jean Bowman. They are of Adaptable, 
1948 winner, loaned by Mrs. Cortwright Weth- 
erill, and The Mast, 1952 winner, loaned by 
Mrs. John R. H. Thouron. Another by Jean 
Bowman shows Elkridge and War Battle. The 
former won the 1946 Grand National, while 
the latter won the Temple Gwathmey, with 
Elkridge second. 

Frank Voss is the artist for two other famous 
winners of the Temple Gwathmey. They are 
Burma Road, 1944 winner, loaned by Mrs. 
Thouron, and Iron Shot, 1942 victor, loaned by 
Mrs. Wetherill. 

The National Museum of Racing was opened 
in 1953 at Saratoga Springs. Originally devoted 
primarily to flat racing, the establishment of a 


special exhibit devoted to steeplechasing is con¬ 
sidered a significant milestone in the steadily 
increasing interest being shown in the up-and- 
over sport. 

Marlboro Race Course 

Upper Marlboro, Md. The largest field ever 
nominated to the Marlboro Nursery, the Mary¬ 
land minor circuit s only stakes race, was named 
for the third running of this classic on Saturday, 
October 18 at the popular Marlboro Race 
Course. 

In releasing the list of nominees to the classic, 
Track President Edward F. Farrell, Jr., pointed 
out that 131 were received. This far surpasses 
the 81 nominations in 1956 when the Nursery 
was first introduced, and the 90 for the last years 
running. The Nursery has been raised from 
$2,500 to $5,000 and will be staged midway 
through the 12-day meeting which runs from 
October 13 to 25. 

Heading the list of nominees are many recent 
winners of juvenile races. In the lineup are ex¬ 
pected to be such well-known Maryland-Dela- 
ware-New Jersey youngsters as F. A. Simmons’ 
Snommis, H. M. Smalley’s Florence H., Fay 
Weidner’s Colonel’s Queen, Beacon Hill Farms’ 
pair of Dice Man and Punch Board, wearing 
TV star Arthur Godfrey’s colors; Shamrock 
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Farms’ Pat Livingston, Jolly Harp and Fifth 
Down Red, W. E. Bridgeforth’s Bonus, Hamil 
Compston’s Des Poling, and a quartet from Mrs. 
Walter A. Edgar’s stable, Nora Dares, President 
Dares, Royal Dare and Darequette. 

Florence H. won two straight at Pimlico. 
Colonel’s Queen, trained by the canny veteran 
Don Yates, was second to Imperial Hill in the 
Polly Drummond Stakes at Delaware. Dice Man 
and Punch Board scored during the Laurel meet 
and the latter won two in a row at Charles 
Town. Pat Livingston was a winner at Belmont, 
as was her stablemate, Fifth Down Red. 

Sending in the 131 nominations, are 92 
owners. Their charges hail from Maryland, Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia, Virginia, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Louisiana, North Carolina, 
Florida and New Jersey. 

Two years ago Farrell and his associates intro¬ 
duced to the racing public the first stake race in 
the minor circuit. The initial running was a 
great success with the stake’s being run in three 
divisions. Last fall the race drew another top- 
notch field. Though there is a general feeling 
among racing managements that the public will 
not wager as enthusiastically on two-year-olds 
as on older horses, last year’s renewal produced 
a $89,948 handle which stood as the highest 


one-race mutuel for the 12-day meeting and 
the highest one-race mutuel of all Maryland’s 
Fair Tracks in 1957. 

The directors of Marlboro introduced this 
two-year-old stakes for the purpose of encour¬ 
aging the small breeders in the area to double 
their efforts instead of reducing their breeding 
farms. With the gradual waning of the large 
breeding farms in the Free State, together with 
the major mile track stakes attracting only 
larger stables in for the big purses, the small 
breeders have become somewhat overlooked. 

That Farrell’s idea has been supported from 
other Maryland sources is well proven this year 
with the introduction of the Maryland Derby 
for the state-bred three-year-olds at Laurel the 
past spring, a new juvenile Maryland-bred stake 
at Pimlico in the fall, and a new race at Bowie 
next spring. 

Nora Dares recently won Blue Hen Stake at 
Delaware Park.

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Maryland Pony Show

Said the judge to the chairman: ''Charlie, you 
have something here that is unique in America. 
This show develops children from the lead-line 
stage right through their riding careers, until 
they graduate to the senior division. There isn’t 
another show in the country doing a comparable 
job.” 

The speaker was Eric Atterbury, one of the 
four-judge team which officiated at the Mary¬ 
land Pony Show July 11-13 at Timonium. He 
was addressing Show Chairman Charles Gartrell, 
who guides the destinies of America’s largest 
pony show. 

Mr. Atterbury, who earlier had confessed that 
his eyes were bedazzled by the amazingly high 
caliber of ponies and performances he’d been 
watching for three days, was making an accurate 
summation of the MPS’s aims in its cradle-to- 
college scheme for young riders. There is some¬ 
thing for everybody at Timonium; experienced 
children with topnotch ponies have their in¬ 
nings, but there are even more opportunities for 
younger kids just starting out, and for green 
ponies who appear in almost frightening num¬ 
bers for maiden and novice classes. 

It is not news that the Maryland Pony Show 
is well-managed; its standards along that line 
are matchless. If you show at Timonium, you 
know before you arrive that every detail has 
been attended to. The exhibitor is king. No 
problem is too small for this management; you 
want to change your entries, or post enter, or 
change your stalls, or have a class wait for your 
rider in the ring because he is busy on the 
outside course? It can be done, cheerfully and 
with the desire to make everyone happy. 

(Old hands at the showing game were taken 
aback when Show Manager Jack Piersol dropped 
around to ask if everything was all right; in the 
best traditions, managers should not be able to 
be found .) 

Certainly, in addition to the various other 
interests inspired by the Maryland Pony Show, 
it must be a tremendous impetus for those who 
breed and train ponies. Thirty to 40 entries ap¬ 
peared for every maiden and novice class, which 
means a big market in young ponies and plenty 
of opportunities for young riders. Altogether 
there were 235 ponies and over 1,000 entries. 

The only item which Charlie Gartrell and his 
amazing committee couldn’t arrange for sure 
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was the weather. Friday dawned hot and muggy, 
and got muggier until mid-afternoon when it 
began to rain. Not a pleasant, transient summer 
rain, either; it was a gully-washer. Kids, made 
of perhaps sterner stuff than their parents, took 
almost no notice of the downpour and the show 
continued as closely on schedule as is possible 
when 40 ponies present themselves for jumping 
classes. 

Saturday was a duplicate of Friday, except 
that when the rains came, they fell on immacu¬ 
late yellow breeches and gleaming boots in the 
hunter appointment classes. Somehow or other, 
everybody’s black coats, etc., managed to survive 
until Sunday, which happened to be rainless, and 
the children didn’t even look too bedraggled in 
the hunter stake classes, in which formal attire 
also was required. 

Although people talked about the weather 
and compared notes on the number of pairs of 
shoes they’d ruined, there were mighty few com¬ 
plaints about this pony show. Could be that a 
happy ship, committee-wise, makes for pretty 
contented exhibitors; anyway the grousing was 
on a minor key. 

The quartet of judges—Mrs. Edgar Scott, of 
Villanova, Pa.; Jack Prestage, of Boyce, Va.; 
John C. Goodwin, Jr., of Southern Pines, N. C., 
and the aforementioned Mr. Atterbury, of 
Washington, D. C.—did their jobs in the best 
M. P. S. tradition: The judging was deft, accu¬ 
rate, consistent and as speedy as you’d wish. 

It remained for one of the smallest fellows on 
the grounds, Bobby Stedding’s 11.1-hand Royal 
Guard, to win the most ribbons and thus the 
grand championship. The tiny chestnut won 
ribbons doing everything assigned to him— 
model class, hacking, lead-line, conformation, 
working hunter and open jumper. He’s a 5-year- 
old Welsh by Monarch’s Delight, and 12-year- 
old Bobby has had him for two years. 

Reserve grand champion to Royal Guard’s 21 
points in the small division was Waverly Farm’s 
Johnny Cake, leased by Billy Doyle of Southern 
Pines. Johnny Cake, grand champion at the 
Warren ton Pony Show a week earlier, was 
medium pony champion over Susan Moles- 
worth’s Willowand. 

Among the small ponies, the reserve behind 
Royal Guard went to a spotted pony, Bill 
Stubblefield’s Sunny, from Potomac, Md. Sunny 
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came to the show with 8 other ponies, most of 
them imported from England in late April by 
Thomas N. Dowd, also of Potomac, whose 11- 
year-old daughter Cathy is Sunny’s rider. The 
reserve champion had almost no schooling for 
his fling at the big time; his normal duties at 
the Stubblefield farm are teaching 8-year-old 
Billy and his younger brothers how to ride. 

Barbara Batterton’s Over She Goes, one of 
the outstanding large ponies in Virginia, trod a 
familiar path as she won the championship in 
her division over Terry Rudd’s veteran Hot Shot 
Kid, from Berwyn, Pa. Terry, just turned 9, 
looks like a real comer in the horsemanship 
department and she has not only a thoroughly 
made pony, but also a green one named Dublin 
Kid. 

Ann Reid’s Misty Eye, from Jarrettsville, was 
another major winner, earning the novice cham¬ 
pionship with 20 points over Linda Kay Wood’s 
Princess Gemini, from Derwood in Montgomery 
County. 

Tom Corcoran’s Northblen was children’s 
champion for his Arlington, Va., owner, and 
carried rider Rebecca Ashley to the A. S. P. C. A. 
horsemanship blue, which qualifies her for 
Madison Square Garden. Rebecca, 16, already 
has done well in Virginia Horse Shows Asso¬ 
ciation equitation this season, having won at 
Upperville and the Loudoun Hunt show. 

Reserve behind Northblen in the children’s 
division was Retreat Farm’s Good Day, also a 
Virginia entry, shown by Ronnie Jenkins. 

Jimmie Zimmerman, 15-year-old member of 
the riding family from Laurel, didn’t manage to 
win any of the horsemanship classes at this show 
but emerged with the biggest honor of all, the 
equitation title. Reserve was last year’s victor, 
Joannah Hall, who recently moved to Sparks, 
Md. from her former home in Pennsylvania. 

Jimmie (which is his real name, not James) 
was second in two earlier horsemanship classes 
and third in another. In the finals, he swapped 
horses with Joannah and was still on her horse 
when the championship bowl was handed to 
him. Leaving the scene on the outside course, 
Joannah’s horse put in a wicked buck and 
Jimmie, handicapped by his load of silver, 
landed neatly on the ground amid roars.
